The commission voted to apply 
for a federal Block Grant to pave the 
Shiloh Road, Sardis Road and a road 
leading to the school for the 
handicapped, in Enterprise. The 
application had been delayed by the 
commission, but Monday, Comm. 
Marvin Bowden made the motion 
and the vote was unanimous. 

Eng. Frank Charlton addressed 
the commission and stated the 
leveling and paving was continuing 
as planned but said the contract for 
plant mix would expire an March 27. 
Upon recommendation by the county 
attorney, the commission agreed to 
give the current contractor a 
purchase order for delivery of 
enough plant mix to complete the 
projects. 

Charlton stated construction of a 
new bridge to replace Cole’s Bridge 
would mean moving utility poles, at 
a cost of $2,260. The commission 
said if the poles were on county 
right-of-way it would pay the cost, 
but if the poles were on private 
property the utility company would 
have to cover all expenses. 

Who pays for repairs to a bridge 
or a sign if a car hits it in a wreck? In 
the past the county absorbed the 
cost, but the car owner may soon be 
getting a bill for damages in such 
incidents, according to the 
commission, The commission agreed 
the person responsible for the 
damage should pay, but delayed 
taking definite action until it could 
check on the state’s policy on such 
matters. 

A recommendation by the 
engineer to put work areas back 
within District lines drew a mixed 
reaction. Despite the agreement to 
add an employee in Districts 3 and 4. 
District 4 commissioners Eugene 
Bradley and Marvin Bowden stated 
that without additional machinery 
the added employee would do no 
good, 

Comm. Boutwell made a motion 
to adopt the engineer's recommen- 
dation, but then withdrew it to allow 
further discussion.

HEADED FOR THE JUNKYARD? 

The young man, Wes, stood in 
the junkyard with.his ad looking at 
the car he had worked for so hard 
and so long. There had been an 
accident, and the car, once shiny and 
new, was now a mass of twisted 
metal. Though Wes was heartbroken 
over the loss of his car, he was lucky 
to be alive. He had escaped with only 
a few cuts and bruises. As he stood 
looking at the car he knew to be his, 
he could hardly recognize it as a car, 
and he knew it would never be the 
same again. 

People are not automobiles, but 
like Wes's car, we can be 
"wrecked". Through sin, we can 
become so distorted that we are no 
longer what the Manufacturer (God) 
intended us to be. 

As we look at all the evil in the 
world, we might ask, *‘What went 
wrong with God's orginial design:"’ 
Well, God's design included giving 
man freedom of choice. Man was 
made free to choose to be obedient or 
to disobey. God gave the first man, 
Adam, one command to obey...he 
should not eat of the tree of 
knowledge (Genesis 2:15-17). In 
Genesis 3:6 we find what Adam and 
his wife, Eve, did with that 
command...they disobeyed.

In Romans 5:15-19 we have the 
answer. Paul tells us of a Master 
Repairman, Jesus Christ, Who 
specializes in cases like Adam’s and 
YOURS and MINE. 

Sin and disobedience wreck and 
ruin lives, but when we bring those 
lives to Jesus Christ, He makes them 
new. Yes, man's disobedience and 
sin brought ruin and death, but God 
sent His Son, Jesus to die in our 
place. His death gives new and 
abundant life to those who trust in 
Him, and He arose from the dead to 
give eternal life to all His followers 
by his victory over the grave. 

Have YOU found new life in 
Christ? Then thank God Who makes 
it possible. Do YOU need some 
repairs because of what sin has done 
to you? Then bring your life to Christ 
the Master Repairman who can 
‘*restore’’ you to what God made you 
to be.

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“Please Don’t Bury Me -[?’'m Not Dead!”

‘‘When you put a drug into your 
body, you don’t control it - it controls 
you.” This was a major point 
emphasized by the Rev. David 
Richburg in a drug program pre- 
sented to Coach Moates’ and Coach 
Lindsey’s classes recently. 

The Rev. Richburg, pastor at 
Whitewater Baptist Church, showed 
the students a film entitled ‘‘The 
Day I Died,’” gave a true-false quiz 
to test the students’ knowledge and 
presented facts and information 
about the dangers of drugs, alcohol 
and tobacco. 

The students learned from the 
true/false quiz that alcohol is a 
depressant and that cold showers 
and coffee don’t sober up a drunk 
person. Becoming sober requires 
time. Accidents related to drinking 
are the largest cause of death in 
young people today. Alcohol is the 
most abused drug. Contrary to what 
some people may believe, neither 
drinking nor alcoholism is heredi- 
tary. 

“The Day I Died’’, the film 
viewed by the students, was based 
on a talk given by the late Alabama 
football coach, Bear Bryant, to his 
players before every game. It 
featured a teenage boy who was 
killed in an automobile accident after 
having a few drinks with his buddies 
at the beach. 

“I'm not dead. I can’t be dead. 
I'm only 17. I have a date tonight. I 
haven't grown up yet,’’ the boy 
cried. He recounted the story of his 
death and his funeral as if he were 
alive. He talked about the pain in his 
parents’ eyes when they had to 
identify their dead son. 

At the funeral, the boy heard the 
preacher talk about this boy who had 
died so young, so needlessly. He 
watched his friends and relatives 
pass the casket one by one. ‘‘Please 
somebody wake me up - I can’t be 
dead,’’ he begged. ‘‘Please don’t 
bury me. I'm not dead. I have a lot 
of living to do. . . . there’s so much 
still to do." He begged God to give 
him just one more chance. ‘Please 
God, I'm only 17,"" he cried. 

The Rev. Richburg informed the 
students that alcohol is dangerous to 
people, whether they drink it or not. 
Statistically, every fifth car a person 
meets on the highway has a drinking 
driver, and every tenth car has a 
drunk driver. 

Alcohol affects three areas of a 
person’s life - physical, mental and 
social. It is absorbed by the 


bloodstream. It causes cirrhosis of 
the liver. It slows down the flow of 
blood. It can cause heart attacks, 
strokes. cerebral hemorrhage and 
blood clots. One ounce of alcohol can 
destroy up to 10,000 brain cells. It 
can cause loss of mentality. Alcohol 
has effects on the social life of a 
person. Statistically, every fourth 
home is affected by alcohol, and 
every person who drinks affects at 
least five other people. 

Another topic of discussion was 
tobacco. Tobacco is a drug. Both 
tobacco from smoking and oral 
tobacco are dangerous. A smoker 
has ten times the amount of carbon 
monoxide in his/her body as a 
nonsmoker. Nicotine raises blood 
pressure. It dries out mucous 
membranes and the sacs around the 
lungs. Ninety percent of lung cancer 
is caused by smoking, and ninety- 
five percent of lung cancer victims 
die within a year of having the 
disease. Smoking over a period of 
years reduces a person's lifespan by 
about twenty-five percent. 

Chewing tobacco, Skoal and snuff 
are harmful. They cause peptic 
ulcers and cancer of the jaw, gums, 
lip, tongue, esophagus and stomach. 

The speaker showed pictures of 
cancerous organs in the mouth that 
resulted from prolonged use < 
tobacco. 

Rev. Richburg discussed the 
dangers of some of the various types 
of drugs. Marijuana, the students 
learned, causes cancer, loss of 
memory, a ‘don’t care’’ syndrome, 
sterilization in both males and 
females, and loss of body defenses 
against disease. Retardation may 
occur in the children of marijuana 
smokers. It would take 20 years of 
cigarette smoking to cause as much 
damage as one year of marijuana 
smoking. 

Two other drugs discussed were 
cocaine and heroin. Cocaine causes 
anxiety and paranoia. It is psycho- 
logically dependent. Sniffing 
cocaine causes deterioration of car- 
tilages in the nose. Heroin is put 
directly into the blood system with 
hypodermic needles. There is no 
rehabilitation program for this drug. 
Heroin causes listlessness. Using 
unsanitary needles results in 
infection and disease. 

Rev. Richburg ‘ad _ several 
pamphlets about drugs available to 
the students. He urged students to 
make their own decisions about 
drugs.

GTE Executive Tells Rotary

The Elba Rotary Club heard a 
report on telephone service Monday 
when vice-president Bill Entz of 
General Telephone, Dothan, 
addressed the group. 

Entz covered the recent break-up 
of AT&T, deregulation of the tele- 
communications industry and of 
particular interest of the group he 
was addressing, Entz updated his 
audiance on the upcoming extended 
area service (EAS) plant for Elba, 
New .Brockton and Enterprise. The 
of this year, said Entz. The 
engineering is complete, the inside 
office work is in progress and Entz 
expects completion by the fall. 

He explained and’ showed 
samples of the new fiber-optic cables 
that will be installed between Elba 
and Enteprise to handle the 
additional telephone calls. He noted 
that this will be only the second 
installation in Alabama of this new 
long distance lines. The other is the 
General Telephone lines between 
Ozark and Dothan. The new lines are 
hair size strings of glass and one 
strand can handle 672 conversations 


at the same time. The Elba- 
Enterprise hook-up will have six 
pairs of this cable and should handle 
the increase in calling for several 
years, Entz said. 

Total cost of the equipment 
update and EAS is $285,000. Entz 
said that new technology in the near 
future will tripple the capacity of 
these fiber-optic lines and it will be a 
direct benefit to the telephone users 


in the area. He noted that static will’ 


be virtually nonexistant and water in

school boards in Coffee County- 
Elba, Enterprise and Coffee County- 
was held last Friday morning in the 
office of the Enterprise super- 
intendent to explain the history of 
the taxes and the proper procedure 
for getting them repassed by the 
voters of the county. Mr. Wyatt 
Haskell, a bond attorney from 
Birmingham who specializes in this 
type work, was present and 
answered questions from the news 
media after giving a short talk on the 
taxes. 

Presently in the City of Elba the 
property tax for schools consists of 
three levies of 1 mill, four mills and 
six mills for a total of eleven mills 
earmarked for schools. Enterprise 
has this same make up plus an 
additional 1 mill placed on by the 
City of Enterprise, earmarked for the 
schools. 


Coffee County schools receive the 
same one mill and four mill, but also 
get seven mills of district tax, for a 
total of twelve. 

School officials stress that these 
monies are used to support the basic 
education requirements and are not 
for any frills. State law requires that 
those property taxes levied in the 
districts must be collected for the 
schools to participate in the 
minimum program funding from the 
state. 

The importance of approving the 
tax was stressed by Haskell several 
times during his presentation. Once 
he pointed out that the Alabama 
constitution does not make public 
schools an absolute requirement and 
schools would have to close if the tax 
is terminated. 

The tentative date for the tax vote 
is May 1S, if the proper signatures

are submitted to the County 
Commission at their next meeting. 
School officials are presently 
securing these signatures from 
property owners within the county. 
Haskell noted that it was very 
important to get out the voters for

Following the joint meeting, the 
three school boards held a meeting 
of their respective members to 
approve the necessary resolutions to 
put the tax renewal vote in motion.

After questioning, 
Weeks admitted taking the motor 
and transmission and told authorities 
where he left the items, but refused 
to admit anyone else's involvement.
